his command, raking their leave -of the Prieft, with 
great reverence'departed ourof the 1 emple, and went 
to their Ships, and as ſoon as Wind-would permit 
them, ſail'd rowards Behemia, where - in ſhort time 
they ſafely arriv'd, and with great Triumph iſſuing 
our of their Ships, went ro the Kinf's Palace, whotn 
they found in his Chamber, accompanied with other 
Noblemen.

three days without Speech, His  Sendh ml were as 
Mep. iu deſpair, diverſly diſtreſſed, that there was 
nothing, bur mourning .avd lamenration rq be heard* 
throughour all. Baberma, their yourig Prince being. 
dead, their virtfovs Queen beteay'd of her Life, an 
theit King and Soveraign jv great hazard, Thus; 
Tragical Diſcourſe of Fortune {o daunred theni, as 
they went like Shadows, nag Men ; yer ſforgewhax 
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to comfort rheir heavy Hearts, they heard Pandeſts 
wascome to himſelf, and he had recovered hisS , 
who, as in a fury, bray'd forth theſe birter Speeches : 
O, miſerable Pandoſto ! Whar ſurer Wirneſs than 
Conſci-nce ? What Thoughts more ſowre than Sus 
ſp.cior, > what Plague worle than Jealouſie? Unna- 
tucal Actions offend the Gods more than Man, and 
cauſcleſs Cruelty never eſcapes withour Revenge. L 
bave cummired ſuch a bloody Fact as repent [ may, 
but recal I cannot.” Ah. Jealoufie! a Hel ro the 
Mind, and a Horrour ro the Conſcience, ſuppreſſing 
Reaſon, and melring Rage; a worle Padion than 
Frenzy, a greater Plague than Madneſs. Are the 
Gods juſt ? rhen let chem revenge ſach brurith 
Cruelry : my innocent Babe I have drown'd in the 
Seas, my loving Witz I have flain with farderous 
Suſpicion, wy rruſty Friend I have ſoughr to berray 
and yer the Gods are flack ro plague fuch Offence, 
Ah, juſt Apollo !

«no ſtricter Law thafr-eNarure : Diſobedience in

© that they paſs all. Laws. May it pleaſe your Grace,

Epiſtus hearing his Son to flie ſo far beyond che 
Mark, began ro be ſomewhat cholerick, and rhere- 
fore made him this Anſwer :

« Frowardneſs > What doft thou think thy telf coo

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« Death, and thou enjoy my Kingdom by Succeſ- il 
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« Youth, nor ſwiftcr decreaſing, bur nor recalled. * If. 
* thou marry in Age, thy Wite's freſh Colour will 4 
« breed in thee dead Thoughts and Sufpicion ; and ® 
« thy white Hairs her Loathlomneſs and Sorrow. 
« For Venus's, Aﬀections are not fed with Kingdoms 
*« or Trcaſures, bur with yourhtwl Conceirs and ſweer 
« Amours : Vulcan was allotred ro ſhake the Tree, 
*« but Mar: allowed to reap the Fruit. Yield, Do- 
* raſtus, to thy Father's Perfwaſons, which may pre- 
« vent thy Perils : I have choſen rhee a Witke, fair by 
« Nature, Royal by Birth, by Virtue famous, Lear- 
*ned by Education, and Rich by Poſleflions : So 
« that it is hard to judge, wherher her Bounry or 
* Fortune, her Beaury or Virrue, be of greater Forcez 
« Temean, Deraſtus, Euphania, Daughter and Heir 
* to the King of Denmark, 

Erziſtus pauſing here a while, looking when his Son 
ſhould make him an{wer, and ſecing. thar he ſtood 
fill as cne in a Trance, he rook him up thus ſharply ; 

« Well, Doraſt uz, rake heed, the TI rce Alypta waſt- 
« eth not with Fire, bur withereth with Dew ; that 
*« which Love nouriſherh nor, periſherh- with Hare. 
« If thou like Eupbania, thou breedeft my Conrenr, 
* and in loving her, thou ſhalt have my Love; other- 
* wiſe, thou ſhalt always be a Caule of very much 
© Diſcontent unto me. 

And with thar he flung from his Son in a Rage, 
leaving him a ſorrowful Man, in that he had by De- 
nial dilpleaſed his Father, and half angry with him- 
ſelf, that he could nor yield to that Paſſion, whereto 
both Reaſon and his Father perſwaded him. Bur 
ſce how- Forrune is plumed with Time's Feathers, 
and how ſhe can miniſter ſtrange Cauſes ro breed 
ſtrange Effects. 

Ithapned not long after this, that there was a 
Meeting of all the Shepherds Daughters in $5cila, 
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Whither Fawnia was alſo bidden as the Miſtreſs of 
# the Feaſt, who having artrired herlelt in her beſt Gar- 


” ments, went among the reſt of her Companions to 


the merry Meeting ; there ſpending the Day in ſuch 
homely Paſtimes as Shepherds ule. As the Evening 
drew on, and rheir Sport ceaſed, each raking their 
leave of each other, Fawnia deſiring one of her Com- 

nions to bear her Company, went home to the 

lock ro ſee if they were folded, And as they re- 
rarned, it forruned that Doraſtus (who all thar Day 
had been a Hawking and killing ſtore of Game) en- 
countred by the way theſc rwo Maids, fearing thar 
with A#eon he had ſeen Diana ; for he thought ſuch 
exquiſite Perfeftion could nor be found in any mor- 
tal Creature. 

As thus he ſtood in Amaze, one c# his Pages told 
him, that the Maid with the Garland on her Head 
was Fawnia, that fair Shepherdeſs, whoſe Beauty 
was ſo much talked of m the Courr. Doraſtus, de- 
firous to ſee if Nature had adorn'd her Mind with in- 
wart! Qualities, as ſhe had decked her Body with 
ourward Shape, began ro queſtion wich her whole 
Dayghrer ſhe was, of what Age, and how ſhe had 
been rrained up ? Who anſwered him with ſuch 
modeſt Reverence, and Sharpneſs of Wit, that De- 
raſtus thought her ourward Beaury was bur a Coun- 
terfeit ro darken her inward Qualitics, Wondrin 
how ſuch Courtly Bebaviour could be found in F- 
fimple a Corrage, and curſing Fortune, that had 
ſhadowed Wir and Beauty with ſuch hard Uſage. 
As thus he held her a long rime in char, Beaury ſee- 
ing him at a ſtand, thought nor to loſe the Vantage; 
bur ſtruck him ſo deeply with an invenom'd Shaft, 
as he wholly loſt his Liberty, and became a Slave ro 
Love, who before contemned Love, glad ro gaze 
upon a poor Shepherdeſs, who betore reful, ook

For the Perfetion of Faw- 
nia had fo filled bis Fancy, as he felr his Mind great-

Fania (who all this while had marked the Prince- 
ly Geſture of Doraſtus) ſeeing his Face ſo well fea- 
tured, and each Limb fo perfectly framed, began 
greatly to praiſe his Perfection ;3 commending him 
ſo long, ill ſhe found herſelf faulry, and perceiving 
if ihe waded bur a licrle fagher, ſhe might flip over 
the Shoesz She therefore ſeeking ro quench thar 
Fire which never was pur out, went home, and 
feigned herſelf not well ar eaſe, gor her to Bed, 
where caſting a thouſand Thoughts in her Head, 
ſhe could rake no reſt ; for if ſhe awaked, ſhe began 
ro call in Mind his Beaury ; and thinking to beguile 
ſuch Thoughts with fleep, ſhe then dreamed of his 
Perfection. Peftered with theſe unacquainted Paſ- 
fions, ſhe paſſed the Night as well as ſhe could in 
ſhorr flumbers. 

Doraſtus, who all this while rode with a Flea in 
his Ear, could nor by any means forger the ſweer Fa- 
vour of Fawnis, bur being ſo overcome with her 
Wir and Beaury, as he could rake no reſt, he felr

ready to yield as vanquiſhed ; yet he began with di- 


vers Conſiderations to ſupprels his Frantick Aﬀection, ' *.. 


calling ro.mind, rhaz Fawnia was bur a Shepherdeſ, 
one not worthy ro be beloved of ſuch a- Porentare ; 


_ thinking whar diſcredit ir were to him, and whar 
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it would be ro his Father”; blaming Fortune, and ac- 
cufing his own Folly, that he ſhould be fo fond as 
bur once ro caſt a glance at ſuch a Conntry Girl. 
And-as thus he was raging againſt himſelf, Love 
(fearing if ſhe dallied long to loſe her Champion) 
ſtepr more nigh, and gave him ſuch a freſh Wound, 
as 1t pierced him ro the Hearr, that he was fain ro 
yield, maugre his Force, and ro forſake the Com- 
pany, and ger him to his Chamber, where being ſo- 
lemnly ſcr, he burſt into theſe paiſionate Terms :

Ni- 
Ius flowing more than twelve Cubits, procureth a 
Dearth. Daring Aﬀections that pals meaſure, are 
cut ſhort by Time or Fortune, Supprels then, Faw- 
nia, thoſe Thoughts, which thou mayeſt bluſh ro 
expreſs. Bur ah, Fawnzia, Love is a Lord, who will 
command by Power and conſtrain by Force. De- 
raſtus, ah, Doraſtus is the Man I love ; the worle is 
the Hap, and the leſs Cauſe thou haſt ro hope. Will 
Eagles catch at Flies > Will Cedars ſtoop ar-Bram- 
bles ? Or mighty Princes look ar fuch homely Truls? 
No, no ; think this, Doraſtus's Diſdain is greater 
than thy Defire : He is'a Prince reſpecting his Ho- 
nour ; thou a Beggar's Brat forgetting thy Calling : 
Ceaſe then nor only to ſay, bur ro think ro love De- 
raſtus, and diſſemble rhy Love Fawnia ; for berrer ir 
were ro die with Grief, than to live with Shame. 
Yer in defpire of Love I will figh to fee if I can figh 
our Love, - 
Fawnia, ſomewhart appeaſing her Griefs with theſe 
pithy Periwaſions, began afrer her wonred manner 
to walk about her Sheep, and to keep them from, 
ſtray ing into the Corn, ſuppreiſing her AﬀeCtions ' 
with the due Conſideration of her baſe Efſtare, and 
with rhe Impo.tfibilities of obraining: her Dehre ; 
thinking it were Freizy (not Fancy) ro cover_that 
which the very Deftinies deny her to obtain. 0 
ur

But Doraſtus was more impatient in his Paſſions z 
for Love fo fiercely afſailed hum, rhar nemther Com- 
pany nor Muſick could mitigate his Martyrdom, bur 
rather far the more encreaſe the Malady. Some 
would not let him crave Counſel in this caſe : nor 
fear of his Father's Ditpleaſure reveal ir to any te- 
cret Friend, but he was fain to make a Secretary of 
himſelf, and ro participate his Thoughts with his 
own troubled , Mind, Lingring- thus a while in 
doubrful Suſpence, ar laſt, ſtealing ſccrerly from 
Cour: wichour Man or Page, he went to ſee if he 
could cſpy Fawnia walking abroad in the Field, Bux 
as one having a great deal more kill ro hunt after 
ſuch'a Prey, he ſought, bur was lirrle the berrer. 
Which croſs Luck drove him into a great Choler, 
that he began ro accuſe both Love and Fortune : 
Bur as he was ready to retire, he ſaw Faw:ia fitrin 
all alone under the fide of a Hill, making a Gar 
of ſuch homely Flowers as the' Field did afford ; 
This ſight fo revived his Spirits, that he drew nigh 
with more Judgment to take a View of her ſingular 
Perfection, which he found ro be ſuch, as in the 
Country Artire ſhe ſtained a!l che Courtly Dames of 
Sicilia. While thus he ſtood gazing with piercing 
looks on her ſurpaſſing Bexury, Fawnia caſt her Eye 
aſide, and cſpicd Doraſtw, which ſudden ſight made 
the poor Girl ro bluſh, and ro dyc her Cryſtai Cheeks 
with the Vermilion Red, which gave her ſuch a 
* Grace, as ſhe roſe up, ſalured the Prince with ſuch 
modeſt Courtefics, as he wondred how a Country 
Maid could afford fach comely Behaviour. 'Doraſtus 
repaying her Courtefie with a ſmiling Couurenance, 
began to parley wirh her in this manner : 

* Fair Maid (quorh he) either your Wanr is grear, 
* or a Shepherd's Life is very ſweer ; that your De- 
* light is in ſuch Country Labvars, I cannor coge 
C 4 * ceive 
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*.* ceive what Plcafurz-you ſhould rake, unleſs you 

* mean ro imirate the, Nymphs, being your leif fo 
by « like a Nymph : To put me our of doubr , ſhew me 
* Whar 15 ro be commended in a Shephe: d* $ Life, 
* and what Pleature you have ro countervail rthelc 
*« drudging Labours 2 

Fawnie with biuitung Face made him this Anſwer ; 
* Sir, what richer Scate rhan Content > Or whar 
« ſweeter Life than Quiet 2 We Shepherds arc nor 
* born to Honour, nor beholden unto Beaury, the 
*« leſs care have we to fear Fame or Fortune. We 
* count our Attires brave enough, 1t warm enough z 
« and our: Food dainty, if ro ſufice Nature. Our 
* greateſt Enemy is the Wolf, our only Care 1s ſafe 
* keeping our Flock : inſtead of Courrly Dunes, 
«* we fpend rhe Days with Country Songs 3 our 
«* amorous Conceits are homely Thovghts, deitght- 

«ing as much ro ralk of Pan and his Country 
«Pranks, as Lovers to tell! of Venus and her wan- 
* ron Toys. Our Toil is in ſhifting our Folds, and 
* looking, to our Flocks Pleaſure ; our grea iclt 
4% Wealth, not to cover ; our Honour, not to climb z 
* our Quicr, rot ro care: Envy Jockerh nor ſo low 
* as a Shepherd ; Shepherds gaze not ſo high as 
* Ambition ; We are rich in that we are poor with 
*« Conrenr ; and proud cnly in this, that we have no 
* Cauſe to be pr roud. 

This wirry Anlwer of Fawnia, fo inflamed Der» 
ftus's Fancy, thar he commended himſclt for making 
ſo good a Choice ; thinking, if her Birth were an- 
ſwerable to her Wir and Beaury, that ſhe were a fir 
Marte for the moſt famous Prince in the World. He 
therefore began: to fifr her more narrowly on thus 
manner : 

© Fawnia, I ſee thou. art content with Country 


« Labours becauſe thou knoweſt rot Courtly La- 
« bours : 
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* bours : I commend thy Wir, and piry thy Wanr. 
* Bur wilt thou forſake thy Father's Corrage, ro ſerve 
« 2 Conrtly Miſtreſs. 

Sir (quorh fc) Beggars oughr nor ro ſtrive againſt 
Fortune, nor to gaze againtt Honour, left cither 
their ail be greater, or they become blind. I am 
born to toil for the Court, not 1n rhe Court ; my 
Name unft for their Narure ; bcrrer live in mean 
Degree, than in high Ditcain, 

Well faid, Fawnia, (quoch Doraſtus) I gueſs art 
thy Thovehes, thou act in Love with forme Country 
Shepherd, 

No Sir, (quoth ſhe) Shepherds canncr love, they 
arc {vo ſimple ; and Maids may not love, they are 
10 young, 

Nay, therefore (quorh Deraſtus) Maids muſt love, 
becauſe they arc young ; for Cupid is a Child, and 
Venus, tho old, is painted with treſh Colours. 

[ granc (ſaith ſhe) Age may be painred wich new 
Shadows, ana Youth may have impertcct Actions ; 
bur what Art concealeth in one, Ignorance revealeth 
in another, 

Doraſtas ſeeing Fawnia hold him fo hard, rhoughr 
ro have given her a freſh Charge ; bur he was ſoon 
prevented by certain cf his Men, who mitling their 
Maſter, came poſting to ſeek him, ſeeing rhar he 
was gone forrh all alone ; yer before they drew fo 
nigh that that they might hear their ralk, he uſed 
theſe Speeches : X 

Why Fawnia, perhaps [ love thee, and then thon 
muſt needs yield, tor rhou knoweſt I can command 
and conſtrain, 

Tuſh, Sir, (quorh ſhe) bur nor to love ; for con- 
{trained Love 1s Force, not Love. And know this, 
Sir, mine Honeſty is ſuch, as I had rather die, oy 
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be a Concubine even unto a King ; and my Birth is 


ſo baſe, as I'm unfit to be a Wife unto a Farmer. 
Why then (quorh he) thou cauit not love Dora» 
F 


Yea, ſaid Fawnia, when Doraſtus becomes a 
Shepherd. 

And with that the preſence of his Men broke off - 
their Parley, fo that he went with them ro the Pa- 
lace, and left Fawnia ſitting ſtill on the Hill-fide ; 
who ſeeing that the Night grew on, ſhifred her Folds, 
and bufied herſclf abour other Work, ro drive away 
ſuch fond Fancics as began ro trouble her Brain. 
But all this could nor prevail ; for the Beauty of 
Doraſtus had made ſuch a deep Impreſſion on her 
Hearr, as could nor be worn ouc with a ſmall mar- 
rer ; ſo thar ſte was fain ro blame her own Folly, in 
' this caſe : 

Ah Fawnia ! Why doſt thou gaze againſt rhe Sun, 
or catch art the Wind ?. Stars are ro be looked ar 
with the Eye, nor reached at with the Hand : 
Thoughts are ro be meaſured by Forrune, nor by 
Defires: Falls come nor by fitting low, buc by climb- 
ing too high. Whar then, ſhall all fall, becauſe 
ſome hap to fall > No, Luck cometh by Lor; and 
Forrune windeth thole Threads which rhe Deſtinzes 
ſpin. Thon arr favour'd Fania of a Prince ; and 
yet thou arr [o fond to reject delired Favour, Thou 
haſt denial ar thy ue's end, and defire at thy 
Heart's bottom. $ Faulris,to ſpurn at that 
with her Foor which Me greedily catcherh ar with 
her Hand : Thou loveſt” Doraſtw, Fawnia, and yer 
ſeemeſt ro lowre : Take heed, if he retire, thou 
wilt repent : for unleſs he love, thou canſt bur die, 
Die then Fewnis, for Doraſtus doth bur jeſt. , The 
Lyon never preyeth on the Mouſe, nor Falcons _ 
ar dead Stales, Sir down then in this Sorrow : ceaſe 
ra. 
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ro love, and content thy ſelf, that Dor aſt us will vouchs 
ſafe ro flatter Fawnia, though not to fancy Fawnie. 
Hey hoe ! ah Fool, ir were ſeemlier for thee ro 
whiſtle as a Shepherleſs, rhan to figh as a Lover. 
And with that ſhe ceaſed from theſe perplexed 
Paſſions, folding her Sheep, and hying home to her 
x. poor Cotrage. But ſuch was the conſtant Sorrow 
of Doraſtus, ro think on the Wir and Beaury of Faw« 
nia; and to ſee how fond he was, being a Prince, 
and how froward ſhe was, being a Beggar, that he 
began to loſe his wonted Apperite, to look pale and 
wan : inſtead of Mirth, he ted oa Melancholy : for 
Courtly Dances, he uſed cold Dumps ; infomuch, 
that not only his own Men, bur his Father and all 
the Courr began ro marvel at his ſudden Change, 
thinking that ſome lingring Sickneſs had broughr 
him to this State : wherefore he cauſed Phyſicians 
ro come, Bur Doraſtus neither would ler them mi- 
niſtcr, nor ſo much as ſuffer them ro ſee his Urine, 
bur remained ſtill ſo oppreſſed with theſe Paffions, 
as he feared in himſelf a further Inconvenience. His 
Honour wiſhed him to ceaſe from ſuch idie Fancies; 
bur Love forced him more to follow Fancy ; yea, 
and in defpighr of Honour, Love won the Conqueſt ; 
ſo thar: his bot Deſire cauſed him ro find new Ser- 
vices ; For he preſently made himſelf a Shepherd's 
Coar, thar he might go unknown, and with leſs 
> Suſpicion, to prattle with Fawnia, and conyey'd it 
very fecretly into a thick Grove, hard adjoyning 
unto the Palace, whither, finding fic time and op- 
orrunity, he went all alone, and purting off his 
Þrincely Apparel, gor on thoſe Shepherd's Robes, 
and raking a great Hook in his Hand, (which he 
had gotten) went very demurely ro find out the 
Miſtreſs of his Aﬀection, Bur as he was going along, 
\gad ſceing himſelf clad in ſuch unbecoming and un- 
x | ſeemly 
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ſeemly Rags, he began ro ſmile ar his own Folly; 
and ro reprove his Foneneſs in theſe Terms : 

Well 1aid, Doraſtus, thou keepeſt a good Deco- 
rum ; baſe Deſires, and homely Acrires ; thy I houghrs 
are fir for none bur a Shepherd, and thy Apparel 
ſuch as only becomes a Shepherd. A ſtrange Change, 
from a Prince to a Peaſant! Whar is ir, thy curled 
Deftinies, -or thy crooked Dcfires, thar appoint thee 
this Pennance ? Ah, Doraſtzs ! thou canſt bur love, 
and unleſs rhou love, thou arr like ro periſh for Love. 
Yet fond F&*}, chule Flowers, not Weeds ; Dia- 
monds, not Pebbics ; Ladies which may honour 
chee, notShepherds whickr may diſgracc thee. Venus 
is painted in Silks, nor in Rags : and Cupid rreaderh 
on diſdain, when he reacherh ar Dignity, And yer, 

Doraſtus, ſhame nor art thy Shepherd's Weed : rhe 
Heavenly Gods have ſomerimes Earthly Thoughts : 
Neptune became a Ram : Fupiter a Bull : Apollo a 
Shepherd : they Gods, and in Love! and rhou ap- 
inted ro Love. | 
Deviſing this with himſelf, he drew nigh to th 
lace where his beloved Fawnia was keeping her 
Sheep, / who caſting her Eye afide, and ſeging ſuch 
'/a mannerly Shepherd, perfectly limbed, and com- 
ing with ſo great apace, began half ro forger Dora- 
ftus, and ro favour her pretry Shepherd, whom ſhe 
did imagine ſhe might both love and obrain : Bur as 
ſhe was ruminating upon theſe Thoughts, ſhe per- 
ceived then ir was the young Prince Doraſtus : where- 
fore ſhe roſe up, and reverently falured him : De- 
raſtus raking her by the hand, repay'd her Courtefie 
with a ſweet Kiſs*-and praying her to fir down by 
him, he began rhus ro lay rhe Bartrery : 
' If chou marvel, Fawnia, at my ftrange Artire, 
thou wouldft . pore muſe ar my unaccuſtomed. | 
Thoughts; the one diſgracerh bur my ourward Shape, / 
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the other diſturberth my inward Scaſes ; I love Faw- 
nia, and therefore whar Love liketh, I cannot miſlike. 
Fawnia, thou haſt promiſed rogove, and I hope rhou 
wilr perform no leſs ; I have fulfilled thy Requeſt, 
and now thou canſt not bur grant my Defire. Thou 
waſt content ro love Doratus, when he ceaſt ro Le a 
Prince, and became a Shepherd ; and fee, I have 
made a Change, and therefore ought nor ro mils of 
my Choice. , 

Truth, quoth Farnia,. bur all that wear Cowls 
are not Monks; painted Eagles are Pictures, nor 
Eagles ; _ Grapes were like Grapes, yet Sha- 
dows ; rich: Cloathing makes not Princes, nor home- 
ly Arcire Beggars : Shepherds aze nor called She- 

herds becauſe they wear Hooks and Bags, but are 
Cn poor, and live to keeps Shcep ; ſo this Attire 
hath not made Doraſtus a Shepherc, butto ſeem like 
a Shepherd. 

Well Fawnia, anſwered Doraſtur, were TI a She- 
pherd, I ___ bur love thee ; being a Prince, I 
am forced toTove thee. . i ake heed, Fawnia, bg not 

oud of Beauty's Painting ; for it is a Flower that 
adeth in the Bloſſom. Thole which diſdain in Yourh 
are deſpiſed in Age. Beaury's Shadows ate trick'd 
up wirh Time's Botonis which being ſect ro dry in 
rhe Sun, are ftained wirhthe Sun, ſcarce pleaſing to 
the fight e're they begin to be worth the fight ; not 
ſo much unlike the Herb Ephimeron, which flouriſh- 
eth ih the Morning, and is withered before the Sun. 
ſerring. If my Defire were againſt Love, thou 
nrighteſt juſtly deny my Reaſon : Bur I love thee, 
Fawnia, not to miſuſe thee, as a - Concubine, bur to 
uſe thee as my Wife ; I can promiſe no more, and 
mean to perform no leſs. 
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Fawnia hearing this ſolemn Proteſtation of Dora- 
us, could no longer withſtand Afaulr, bur yield up 
the Forr in theſe trierfdly Terms : 

Ah Doraftus ! I ſhame to exprels, rhat rhou for- 
ceſt me wirh thy ſugred Specch ro confeſs : My baſe 
Birth cauſed rhe one, and the high Digaitics{ the 0- 
ther ; Beggars ought nor to reach ſo far as Kings, 
and yer my defires reach at Princes. I dare nor ſay, 
DoraRus, | love thee, becauſe I am a Shepherdeſs ; 
bur the Gods know I have honoured Dorattus, (par- 
don if I ſay amils) yea, and love Doraitus with all 
duriful Aﬀections which Fawnia can perform, or 
Doraftus delire : I yield nor, overcome with Prayers, 
bur with Love, reſting DoraRus's Hand-maid, ready 
to obey his Will, if no Prejudice at all ro his Ho- 
nour, or my Credir. 

Doraftus hearmg this friendly Concluſion of Faw- 
nia, embraced her in his Arms, ſwearing, That nei- 
ther Diſtance, Time, nor adverle Fortune, ſhould 
diminiſh his AﬀecCtion ; bur thar in dfſpire of rhe 
Deſtinies he would remain faithful unto Death. 

Having thus plighted their Troth ro each other, 
ſeeing rhey could nor have the full Fruirion of their 
Love in Sicilia, for that Ezi#us's Conſent wauld 
never be granted to ſo mean a Match, - Doraftus de- 
retmined, as ſoon as the rime and opporrunity would 
give him leave, ro provide a great Maſs of Money, 
and many rich and coſtly Jewels for the eafier Car- 


riage, and then to tranſport themſelves and their 


Treaſure into Italy, where they ſhould lead a cory 
rented Life, until ſach rime as either be could be re- 
conciled ro his Father, or elſe by Succeſſion come ro 
the Kingdom. This Device was greatly pleaſing to 
Fawnia zfor ſhe feared, if the King his Facher thould 
bur hear of the Contract, that his Fury would- be 
fach, as no leſs than Death ſhould ſtand for Pay- 
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ment. She therefore rold him, that Delay bred

Danger ; that many Mithaps did fall out berween 
the Cup and.the Lip z and that ro avoid Danger, ir 
were beſt, with as much ſpeed as might be, to paſs 
our of Sicilia, leſt Forrune might prevent their In- 
rention with ſome new Deſpight. Dora#us, whom 
Love pricked forward with Delire, promiſed ro di- 
ſpatch his Aﬀairs with as great haſte as either Time 


| or Opporruniry would give him leave ; and fo reſt- 


ing upon this Point, afrer many Embracings and 
{weer Killes, rhey departed. 

Dora#us having taken his leave of his beſt-beloved 

Fawnia, went to the Grove, Where he had rich Ap- 

arel, ard there uncafing himſelf as ſecretly as might 
be, binding up his Shepherd's Artire, ill occahon 
ſhould ſerve again to uſe ir, he went ro the Palace, 
ſhewing by his merry Countenance, thar either the 
Stare of his Body was amended, or the Cauſe of his 
Mind greatly addreſſed. Fawnia, poor Soul, was 
no leſs joyful, that being a Shepherdeſs, Fortune had 
favoured her ſo, as ro reward her with the Love of 
a Prince, hoping in rime ro be adyanced from the 
Daughter of a poor Farmer, to be Wife to a rich 
King. So that ſhe rthoughr. every hour a year till 
by their Deparrure they might prevent Danger ; nor. + 
ccaſing ſtill ro go every day ro her Sheep ; nog {6 
much for the Care of 'the Flock, as for the Defire 
ſhe had ro ſee her -_ and Lord. 

Doraftus, who ofrentimes, when portuni 
would ſerve, repaired thirher ro feed bs wn 
with the ſweer Content of Fawnia's Preſence ; and 
altho' he never went to viſit her, bur in a Shepherd's 
Artire, yer his oft Repair made him noronly ſuſpe- 
Qed, bur known to divers of their Neighbours,who, 
for the Good-will they bare ro old Porrw, told him 
ſecrerly ofthe Marcer, wiſhing him co keep his Daugh+

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ter ar home, Jeſt ſhe wenr fo long ro the Ficld, that 
ſhe brought him home a young Son; for they ſcared 
that Fewnie being ſo beautifn], the young Prince 
would alture her ro Folly, "0" 

Porrus was. ſtricken in a Dump at this News, fo 
that thanking his Neighbours for their Good-will, 
he hied him home to his Wife, and calling her afide, 
wringing his Hands, and ſhedding: forth Tears, he * 
brake the matrer in thete Terms : 

I am afraid, Wife, that my Daughrer Fawnia hath 
been roo forward, and made herſelf ro fin, and that 
the will buy Repentance art roo dear a Rare. T have 
News, which if it be trac, ſome will with it had not 
been proved true : Ir is roid mc by my Neighbours, 
that DoraFfus, the King's Son, begins ro- look ar our 
Daughter Fawnia ; which if ir be ſo, I will nor give 
her a Halfpeny for her Honeſty at the Ycar's end. 
I rell rhee, Wife, now-adays Beau:y is a great Snare 
torrap young Men ; and tair Words and ſweet Pro- 
miſes are rwo great Encmics to a Maid's Honeſty : 
And, thou knoweft, where the Poor entreat and can- 
not-obtain, there Princes may command, and will 
obtain. Though Kings Sons dance in Nets, yer 
they may be ſeen ; and poor Men's Faults are cipy'd 
at a little Hole, Well, it is a hard caſe, where 
Kings Luſts are Laws, and that they ſhould bind 
ous Men to that which they themſclves wilfully 

reak. 


Peace Husband (quoth his Wife) rake heed whar 
you ſay : Speak no more than you ſhould, leſt you 
hear what you would not. Great Streams are ro 
be ſtopped by Slight, nor by Force ; and 'Princes to
